LONDON, June 27.—A good deal of anxiety 
is felt m official circles as to the reception 
which it is probable the Prince of Wales will 
receive in the city on the occasion of the 
German Emperor’s visit to the Guili Hall. 
The rumors which have been current of 
the divorce proceedings of Lord and 
Lady Brooke also refiect upon the Prince, 
who, as is well known, is very partial to her 
ladyship. So much so, in fact that the 
Princess was sometime ago constrained to 
make a remonstrance on the subject, which, 
however, only - produced a partial effect. 
No divorce is possible, as there are faults on 
both sides. The present chatter is but the 
echo of an old scandal, which never got out- 
side of the limits of society proper, and 
refers to flirtation of her handsome ladyship 
with young Lord Dudley, who, at 
the same time, was engaged 
in carrying on an intrigue with another soci- 
ety belle. Sir George Chetwynd, whose 
name has been mentioned in the Brooke af. 
fair, is a tall, washed-out looking middle-aged 
man who is devoted to racing, and who de- 
came notorious through the action for slander 
which he brought against Lord Durham, 
who, in a speech at a club, accused him of 
malpractices on the turf. The result of the 
trial was that the character of Sir George 
was considered to be damaged to the 
extent of a farthing. fir George 
married the lovely Lady Florence, the widow 
of the last Marquis of Hastings. Young Lord 
Dudley lost £12,000 at the Ascot races. He 
has a predeliction for pretty actresses, and 
is at the present time engaged in paying 
court to Miss Letty Lind, who is as 
well known on your side of i the 
Atlantic as on this.

The visit of the German Emperor is being 
joyously anticipated and great preparations 
are being made for it. The Emperor and 
Empress will be received by the Duke of 
Connaught and two grand banquets will be 
given tothem at Windsor. The suite of the 
Emperor and Empress numbers some fifty- 
eight, and as many of them will not be 
able to be accomodated at Buckingham 
Palace, rooms will be found for them at the 
Buckingham Palace Hotel, while at Windsor, 
in order to meet the necessary demand which 
the Castle can not supply, the White Heart 
Hotel, in High street has been entirely 
reserved for these guests. The other 
arrangements which have been made for his 
Imperial Majesty are that he will dine with 
the Marquis and Marchioness of Londonderry, 
at their house in Park Lane, after the garden 
party given by the Prince and Princess of 
Wales at Marlborough House, on the 9th. 
The city intends that a gold medal shall be 
struck asa memento of his Majesty’s visit, 
and only a few outside the charmed circle 
will be recipients of this valuable art ingot. 
The volunteer review, which the Emperor 
has asked to see, will be held on Wimbiedon 
commoh on Saturday, July 11, and the troops 
to be there will number over 
20,000. 

The Dowager Lady Churchill will be the 
lady-in-waiting on the Empress during her 
visit. The Duchess of Bedford has placed 
Norris Castle at the disposalof the Empress 
during her stay there and the offer has been 
accepted.

The Archbishop guarded 
himself in the most careful manner from 
making the slightest imputation upon Mr. 

The 
whole thing is merely a modern replica 
of events of the Stuart period in England, 
when the King refused to account for money 
which reached his hands. 

The thing is monstrous, but I 
acquit Mr. Parnell of all foul play in the mat- 
ter and so do most of fair minded men. Mr. 
Parnell is not a man of methodical, busi- 
ness like nabits. When really roused, 
he has enormous energy, but until roused he 
is distressingly casual. And when we re- 
flect upon the fact that his receipt of the 
sums was known to all the world and his own 
followers, above all, knewthe facts accu- 
rately, how cafl any man suppose that 
Mr. Parnell intended to deal unfairly 
with these moneys without including 
an acquiescent following in the same charge? 
Moreover, until Mr. Parnell was disturbed in 
his mental balance by the sickening adula- 
tion of his adorers, be was a man wlio 
seemed to care little for money or what 
money procures. He seemed rather like the 
younger Pitt—cold, passionless, isolated— 
with Pitt’s haughtiness and reserve and cyn- 
icism, but also Pitt’s aloofness from the sor- 
did occurrences of life. The offering of 
£40,000 was lavish, coming as it did from the 
poorest people in the poorest country of 
Western Europe. But Mr. Parnell had been 
energetically striving for Ireland ata time 
when he had no prospect of ever receiving 
40,000 pence for his services, so that this 
splendid tribute, while it was a worthy mark 
ofa people's gratitude, was in no way the 
anticipated and looked for payment ofa po- 
litical mercenary. 

The Irish people made Mr. Parnell not so 
much a parliamentary leader as an Emperor. 
He really lost sight of all the ordinary obil- 
gations of public men to their constituents. 
He returned members of Parliament by Kis 
nod. He paid their expenses. He bad con- 
trol of every penny subscribed. What did it 
matter whether he held the money in one 
pocket as owner, or in another as trustee? 
This is obviously fallacious reasoning, but 
monarchs fall into such fallacies. And he 
was not only allowed todo all this, but any 
man who ventured to hint that such a course 
was not wise or constitutional 
or creditable, was summarily pilior- 
ied by the very men who now 
denounce Mr. Parnell in such unmeasured 
terms. Surely a little correspondence with 
facts would be better than all this overiaden 
emphasis and exaggeration. Mr. Parnell’s 
political sins are many. Bat no 
good purpose can be served by pouring un- 
measured torrents of mere abuse upon him. 

Neither does Mr. Parnell mend his position 
by maliciously promoting faise charges 
against Mr. Tim Healy. Mr. Healy tsa most 
courageous man. His courage redeems much 
that is trying in his character and 
condact. He is, perhaps, an ambitious 
man. He has not Sexton’s great sagacity 
and balance, but heis a far more effective 
foe than Sexton. Tocall sucha manas Mr. 
Healy a mere place-hunting hireling is in- 
famous and is nearly on a par with the mon- 
ey charges against Mr. Parnell. I wish em- 
phatically tosay thatthe great silent mass 
ot optnion in Ireland shrinks back from all 
these charges and counter charges and 
yearns for a return tothe discussion and ex- 
amination of permanent political principles 
instead.

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PARNELL’S MARRIAGE. 
ITS PROBABLE EFFECT UPON IRISH POLITICS— 


Lowpor, June 77.—There is 
Parnell’s marriage has had the effect of still- 
ing the clamor of the ‘‘Nonconformist con- 
science’’ in England. By Englishmen a mar- 
riage under such a condition is regarded asa 
perfect atonement, and though in Irelanda 
divorce is not recognized, still the sentiment 
of the people Is satisfied by the legalization 
ofthe relations between Parnell and Mrs. 
O’Shea. However, itis not to be assumed 
that the event will allay the bitterness of the 
Trish crisis. 

The Surpar Post-Disratcn’s correspond- 
ent has seen the telegram which Parnell dis- 
patched announcing the ceremony. It was 
sent from Brighton at 7:30 on Thursday even- 
ing. The following are the exact words: 

I was married this at9 o’clock to Mrs. 
O’Shea at Steyning before the and Super- 
intendent Registrar of the district, and the 
will s y be solemnized in a London church, there 
having been a delay in obtaining a license for this. 

The telegram was signed simply ‘‘Par- 
nell.“ It is the first document on which he 
has ever been known to put his private ad-

Nothing is settled about Parnell’s visit to 
America, but itis certain he will go across 
late in the autumn. Hewill require funds 
for the general elections, which are now cer- 
tain to come on next spring. Reports from 
Carlow say that the McCarthyites are conf- 
dent of carrying the seat. Parnell has a bad 
candidate in Kettle, while the McCarthyite 
candidate, Hammond, is an avowed Whig, 
who never took any part in Nationalist poli- 
tics. The polling will not take place for near- 
ly three weeks, so it is early to prophecy. 

Now that Parnell’s marriage is an accom- 

fact even Mr. Parnell’s friends are 
wondering whether it was worth so many 
Genialsas he has given out in regard to it, 
simply for the purpose of throwing the news- 
paper reporters off the scent. The news- 
paper reporters were perfectly certain all the 
time that the wedding was to come off, 
and it is questioned whether, after 
all, Mr. Parnell escaped any of the discom- 
forts which he expected to escape by deny- 
ing from time to time that he bad procured a 
license for the marriage or that there was to 
bea marriage. The happy bridegroom has 
at least succeeded in keeping himself in the 
public eye for a few days again and given 
his enemies of the National Press a new chance 
to attack him.

ENGLAND’S GREAT MAN. 


GLADSTONE’S ILLNESS GIVES RISE TO GREAT 
ANXIETY AMONG HIS FRIENDS. 
Loro, June 27.—It is useless for the Lib- 
eral leaders to attempt to conceal the fact 
that Gladstone’s illness gives rise to general 
anxiety. As to the facts of his ailments, 
too much mystery is kept up, which 
only adds to the anxiety, and that 
anxiety is deepened by the remembrance 
of the issue of reassuring bulletins during his 
attack of influenza, ata time, when it is now 
confessed, he was seriously ill. His age in 
itself is sufficient reason for feeling uneasy, 
when he is ordered prolonged rest. It is at 
all events very improbable that he will be 
seen at Westminster again this 
year. He will not again 
be allowed to address meetings for some 
weeks to come. His political activities, un- 
less a general election should be suddenly 
sprung on the country, will be confined toa 
consultation as to the private leadership of 
his party, Perhaps at no time during the 
last five years could he be better spared 
than now, for there is a iull in the 
political controversy. There is nothing 
pressing which demands the attention of the 
leaders on one side or the other, but Giad- 
stone occupies a unique position. His grow- 
img years make his followers despondent 
whenever it is stated that he is ill. 9 
Morley’s health has improved. He is goin 
to the seaside next week. , 
Even more public anxiety is displayed about 
*s illness than about Gladstone’s, 
‘yor it is frankly stated that this wonderfully 
popular Noncomformist preacher is making 
no progress toward recovery. The gravity of 
his condition may be gathered from the fact 
that an all-day prayer-meeting forSpurgeon’s 
complete and speedy restoration to health 
has been arranged for Monday nextat the 
tabernacle, begining at 7 a. m. and closing at 
9p.m. This will be one of the longest prayer 
| on record. Similar meetings will 
be heid simultaneously in other churches 
throughout England. Popular sympathy 
here for Spurgeon is as Keen as it was in 
America during Beecher’s fatal iliness.

EUROPE’S GREAT POWERS PLANNING 
ALLIANCES FOR WAR. 


Germany Vaile in Her Efforts to Pacity 
France — Memorial Received by the 
Cardinals at Rome-—No Flag-Planting 
Expeditions Wanted in Mgiri’s King- 
dom-—The Record of an Italian Brigand 
~—BSir John Macdonald’s Last Letter. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, June 77.—The uprising in 
the Province of Yemen is for the purpose of 
setting Raschid Effendi on the throne of Tur- 
key, and the movement has many adherents 
throughout the Ottoman Empire. It has 
been known for a long time that the ex-Sul- 
tan Murad is in such a condl- 
tion of physical and mental incapacity 
that his former partisans have quite 
abandoned any thought of seeing him re- 
stored to the throne. Failing in Murad, they 
have turned to another brother of the Sultan, 
Raschid Effendi, whois next eligible in the 
succession according to law, 

A yearago the Sheikh-ul-Islam was sum- 
moned to the palace and kept a prisoner for 
some time on the report of some 
palace sples that on the occa- 
sion of the funeral of his child 
there had been a kind of conference at his 
house as to a change of dynasty. A few days 
ago Sheikh Hamdi Effendi, head of the Mek 
Livik Han, and oneofthe most important 
after the Sheikh-ul-Islam was, without any 
warning, arrested by anagent ofthe palace, 
to which he was immediately taken. He 
was charged with associating with per- 
sons who conspired to bring about the 
dethronement of the Sultan and his replace- 
ment by Raschid Effendi. The unfortunate 
Sheikh was, after undergoing vigorous ex- 
amination, subjected to the most horrible 
and nameless torture. He was then sent on 
boarda Turkish steamer, which has taken 
im away into ere. As it is now known 
that both Midhat and his companion in exile, 
Mahmoud Dah, were murdered by orders 
from Constantinople, it is exceedingly likely 
that Sheikh Hamdi has gone the same way. 
The Sultan thinks far more of himself and 
Constantinople than the restof the empire. 
The natural consequence is discontent and 
disorder, before which such an administra- 
tion as that of Turkey is rless. 

The German strategist. t Yon None, 
shortly before his death said that the Eastern 
question would finaliy be settled under the 
walls of Constantinople. The events of every 
week and day testify to the ac- 
curacy of his prediction. 80 dis- 
pirited, disorganized and wanting in intelm - 
gence have all the elements of the population 
of the Ottoman Empire become that they 
must accept whatever and whoever may be 
established at Constantinople. The concen- 
tration of power and the incapacity of those 
wielding it atthe capital render the task of 
whoever is prepared to grasp it and rule Tur 
key comparatively easy. 

A foreign diplomatist at Constantinople 
said to-day: ‘‘The power that first succeeds 
in getting two ironclads off Stamboul with 
their guns pointed up at Yildiz will secure the 
signature of the Sultan to any treaty put be- 
fore him. There is no serious person in Con- 
stantinople but agrees with him. 


PLANNING FOR WAR. 


EUROPE’S GREAT POWERS FORMING ALLIANCES 
FOR THE FUTURE STRUGGLE. 

Lorpos, June 277.—Alliance continues to be 
a prominent topic of discussion throughout 
Europe. In some quarters it is regarded as 
giving assurances of peace, in others of a 
menace to all hopes of peace. The fact that 
Russia is hastening to completion large quan- 
tities of munitions of war tor her army and 
her navy is regardea very generally as a 
danger signal. Russia's withdrawal of 
gold from England and from continental 
canks and her investments in France occa- 
sions much concern. In view of these facts 
no one vemtures to deny that there must be 
an understanding between Russia and France 
and that an allflance between them is not 
only possible but probable. It is believed, 
however, that this will depend largely on the 
attitude of England toward the Triple Alli- 
ance. 

Emperor William of Germany has endeav- 
ored to induce Holland to join the Alliance, 
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an idea of the uncomfortable state of things 
existing in Hayti.’’

PROVED TO BE A MAN. 


STORY OF A FRENCH SERVANT WHO HAD ALWAYS 
WORN WOMAN’S CLOTHES. 

Panis, June 27.—An exceedingly curious 
case has just come to light at the Hospital of 
St. Antoine. A few days ago an old woman 
presented herself at that institution to be 
treated for some complaint. She 
was admitted without any delay and 
was entered on the books under the name of 
Opportune Signol, while her age was re- 
corded as 72. Asa matter of course she was 
placed in the woman’s ward, but on 
Wednesday when her temperature was 
being taken by the House Surgeon he 
discovered that there was a mistake some- 
where, for Signol was not an old woman at 
all, buta man. Of course a sensation was 
produced, the odd fact became known, and 
the inguiry which was held tncreased 
it, for it was there developed that 
Signol had passed for a woman ever since 
his infancy, and this was the first time the 
deception had been discovered, He had 
never worn men’s clothing but once, and 
that was on the day he passed before the 
Council of Revision. When he had 
to be stripped for the pur- 
poses of medical examination at 
the age of 17 on being examined as to his 
physical fitness for the army. 

He stated that he had been a female servant 
on a farm at Lion-Sur-Mer, where he 
remained for eleven years, and 
then he came to Paris, where 
he served in turn as cook and ladies’ maid in 
schools, as well asin private families for a 
period of twenty years, however,he had been 
most of the time a femme de chambre. 

On being questioned as to his motive for 
this peculiar proceeding, Signol replied that

MSIRI’S KINGDOM. 


FLAG-PLANTING EXPEDITIONS WANTED IN 
KATANGA. 

Lorpon, June 27.—A letter received this 
afternoon from an English missiunary resi- 
dent in Katanga, Msiri’s kingdom, in the 
south ofthe Congo Free State, states that 
any expedition which attempts to obtain 
concessions or to plant flags will meet with a 
warm reception. No official of the Congo 
Free State has yet approached Miri, the 
most powerful potentate of all that part of 
Africa, who has risen on the ruin ot the 
ancient kingdoms of the Muata Cazsembe and 
he Muata Janow. 

Mr. Sharpe, who has quite recently re- 
turned to Blantyre from Katanga, had a bad 
six days with Msiri. It is well Known that 
Mr. Sharpe (now one of Mr. H. H. Johnston's 
vice-consuls) went to Katanga with the 
usual bagful of British flags. He met with 
great difficuities by the way. Cazembe, at 
the south end of Lake Moeco, did his best to 
hinder the expedition from going further. 
Mr. Sharpe and his men were nearly starved. 
At last Mstri was reached, but that potentate 
gave no encouragement to flag distribution. 

Mr. Joseph Thompson, who was trying to 
getinto Katanga about the same time, was 
not able even to see Msiri, for many of his 
men were down with the smail-pox. It is 
feared that the expedition sent out by Mr. 
Rhodes has not succeeded in obtaining the 
concessions expected, and it is equally feared 
that when Capt. Stairs appears before Msiri 
for the purpose of imposing the suzerainty of 
the Congo Free State he will have a disagree- 
able reception.

THE CHAMBER OF DEPUTIES. 
Wasuincton, D. C., June 27.—The Bureau 
of the American Republics has received in- 
formation that the Republic of Chili has or- 


Don Julio Banades Espinosa, the new Pre- 
mier of the Cabinet appeared in the Chamber 
of Deputies on the day before the last steamer 
left Santiago and made the following an- 
nouncement as the policy of the new Minis- 
try: ‘‘I consider it to be an act of courtesy to 
state the policy of the Ministry, which now 
appears before you for the first time. The 
new Ministry will continue the policy of its 
preiiecessor in office, and will follow out the 
same ideas, and will labor diligently to put 
tien end to the struggle which affects the cred- 
itof the Republic abroad, which damages 
important interests and which profoundly 
disturbs the social tranquility of Chili. It is 
a change of public servants but hot of 
opinions oraims. Ourattention will be pri- 
marily directed to the restoration of internal 
order which is the sole basis of the country’s 
prosperity or its progress and of its prestige 
before the civilized world. To avoid the repe- 
tition of conflicts which have beenthe start- 
ing point of the revolution which to-day af- 
fects the Republic, an early reform of the 
constitution is necessary under conditions 
that will terminate antagonism between 
powers whichis the offspring of perpetual 
political pertubations and of danger to con- 
stitutional order. The revolution has deeply 
affected the economical situation of the State 
and of private persons. The Cabinet will be 
inspired by just aspirations of the country 
and it will serve the ideas ofthe Liberal party 
and will ever be disposed to stimulate andac- 
cept any idea or reform that may tend o the 
progress, peace and aggrandizemefitt of 
Chill.“ 


THE NATIONAL CONGRESS, 


MANIFESTO DIRECTED AGAINST THE AGENTS 0 
THE REVOLUTIONARY FACTION. 

SANTIAGO, June 27.—The National Congress 
of Chili has sent a message to the various 
delegations. It protests against the agents 
of the revolution in claiming to 
be delegates from the late Congress. 
The document states that such delegation 
could not be possible, as the late Congress 
never met forthe purpose of delegating its 
powers, and that such commission 
was not even signed by a ma 
jority of the late Congress. II ad- 
dition, it is stated that the late Congress 
possessed no constitutional power in any 
case to delegate its powers. In any case 
such power fell to the ground, when 
the Congress itself expired by the 
election of another on May 29. 

The paper then goes to state that the Na- 
tional Congress resolves to approve as 
valid and legal each and every one of 
the contracts entered into by the Govern- 
mentof Chili before and after Jan. 7, 1891, 
to disprove and annul as vold all obligations 
entered into by the Revolutionary Board, 
and to hold them responsible de- 
fore the proper authorities, for the part 
taken by them in carrying them out. That 
alithe members of the revolutionary board, 
and all those acting with or for them, are 
considered as violators of the constitution 
and laws of Chill. 


A HEAVY FAILURE.

Littte Rock, Ark., June N. - Thomas W. 
Baird, the largest machinery dealer in the 
State, with a branch house in 
Memphis, has failed. He confessed 
judgment this evening ‘in the 
Pulaski Circuit Court for $20,535 in favor of 
the Ames Iron Works, and an execution on 
the property of Mr. Baird was immediately 
placed in the hands ot the Sheriff, The total 
liabilities will not fall short of 
$80,000, while the assets, consisting of stocks 
and notes, amount to over $100,000. He owes 
the German National Bank $18,400; Bank of 
Little Rock, $23,000; Exchange National 
Bank, $8,000. These amounts are all 
secured by first-class collateral. The other 
creditors are not named, and as Mr. Baird 
has been sick at home for several days they 
cannot be obtained. The failure is due to 
slow collections and the dullness in trade. It 
is supposed a receiver will be appointed 
Monday. No man stood higher in Little Rock

The people 
have a right to claim from their representa- 
tives their best care and attention to the 
great subjects of legislation in which the 
entire country is interested. This is denied 
them ff their representatives take their seats 
burdened with private bills, in which their 
immediate. neighbors are exclusively inter- 
ested and which they feel they must be dil 
ligent in advancing if they would continue in 
public life. The relations of our countrymen 
toward their government should be founded 
upon their love for it as the fountain head of 
their national life; their faith in it as the 
power which preserves them a free 
people, thelr reverence foritas the perfect 
work of the highest patriotism. Their confi- 
dence in justice and equality and their pride 
in its ownership and management. In the 
light of these considerations, no thoughtful 
American can shut his eyes to the truth that 
when our people regard the Government as 
the source of individual benefit and favorit- 
ism, and when their interest in it is meas- 
ured by the extent to which they hope 
to realize such benefitand favoritism, our 
popular government isin dangerous hands 
and its entire perversion is alarmingly im- 
minent. Measures of a general character 
and apparently proposed for ihe public good 
frequently originate in selfish calculations or 
so completely subserve in their details self- 
ish plans, that they also tend toward the 
fatal point of sordidness amongthe people 
and unjust paternalism inthe government. 

No matter what plausible pretexts may be 
advanced for such legislation if it has in it 
these elements it ought to be condemned. 
Neither the cry of protection to American in- 
terests nor pretended solicitude for the pub- 
lic good ought to succeed in concealing 
schemes to favor the few at the ex- 
pense of the many, nor should the 
importance tothe country of legislative ac- 
tion upon any subject divert us from inquiry 
concerning the selfish motives and purposes 
which may be hidden behind the proposal of 
such legislation.“

YOUNG MEN COMING TO THE FRONT IN THE 
RANKS OF THE REPUBLICAN PARTY. 

TOPEKA, Kan., June 27.—The ‘‘young 
crowd“ is having everything its own way 
now, so far as Republican politics are con- 
cerned, and the indications are that the old 
leaders will be forced to take a back seat 
and occupy it permanently. Ever since the 
fall election a large proportion of the Repub- 
lican party have been disgusted at the man- 
ner in which the party machinery has been 
manipulated and every opportunity has been 
seized upon to express their indignation. 
Senator Plumb has found himself between 
cross fires and will find ita dificult matter 
to preserve his standing in the 
party. Wm. Higgins, Secretary of State; 
Ben Simpson, Supreme Court Commissioner; 
Senator W. J. Buchan and John Smith, Secre- 
tary of the Republican Central Committee, 
are the recognized leaders of the old 
crowd and believe in making the future 
fights of the party on the oldline. But they 
made such a poor showing last fall that the 
younger politicians think it is time for them 
to step down and out. 

All that is meant dy the term young 
crowd“ by which the new faction is known 
isa generalturning over. The hew element 
in the party believes that war issues should 
be forgotten. It wants to see Western Re- 
publicans take a stand on live issues and 
organize to rescue the party from the domi- 
nation of Wall street. Ralph Easley of the 
Hutchinson News, Deil Valentine of the Clay 
Center Times, Charley Scott of the Iola Register, 
John R. Burton, Senator Murdock of Eldorado, 
and a half dozen other young Republicans of 
equal prominence are leading the fight of the 
young crowd’’ and seem to understand one 
another thoroughly. They have already 
brought out a candidate for Governor in the 
person of Robert Moore, a Butler County 
farmer, who presided over the last State Re- 
publican Convention. 

Moore is a typical Kansas granger. For the 
past ten years he has been chairman ofthe 
Republican Central Committee of Butler 
County, but was never a candidate for office. 
He is a shrewd politician and the most 
agrestic-looking specimen that ever visited a 
circus or patronizeda merry-go-round, His 
election as chairman of the last Republican 
Convention was a happy accident. The 
Committee on Permanent Organization knew 
that it would never do to have any one but a 
farmer preside over the convention, but 
could not ind a man with a sufficient knowl- 
edge of parliamentary law to conduct the 
business.

THE HAMILTON COUNTY DELEGATION WILL 


HAVE BUT FIFTY-NINE VOTES. 

CrncrynaTi, O., June 27.—President Louis 
Reemehn of the Democratic Executive Com- 
mittee of Hamilton County says that there 
will be no new election of delegatesto the 
State Democratic Convention by any act of 
his.

SECRETARY PROCTOR. 


VISITS TO MILITARY POINTS IN BOSTON 
HARROR. 

Boston, Mass., June F. — Secretary Proctor, 
accompanied by severalof the State military 
officials of Vermont, spent this morning in 
visiting the military points of interest of 
Boston harbor. In conversation with a 
reporter Secretary Proctor said that the 
farmers of Vermont would not join the Alli- 
ance movement.

With the guiding hand 
of a kind providence leading him, 
he came to St. Louis about one 
year ago, and here among half a million peo- 
ple began his struggle for existecce.

The trichina spiralis is a worm so minute as 
to be invisible to the naked eye, but under 
a high-power microscope it develops into a 
formidable animal. It belongs to the class of 
articulates, is about three-thousandths of an 
inch in length, and is distributed all over the 
world. Its body is long in proportion to 
ite thickness, the part below the head is ofa 
threadlike substance, but the head is 
provided with two formidable mandibies, 
which can be used to bore augerwise through 
fieshy tissues.

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 27.—One of the 
ends to which the Administration is bending 
its energies just now is to secure the removal 
of the embargoon American pork imported 
by Germany and France in time to influence 
the fail elections. The question is one of 
great interest to the farmers everywhere, but 
particularly in the West where the invest- 
ments are on solargea scale. There have 
been no recent reports on the subject either 
from Minister Phelps or from Minister Reid, 
but both of these officials are hard at work at 
their posts under express instructions to 
press matters as rapidly as possible. 

Senator Paddock of Nebraska, who is here 
on business, has called attention to the value 
at this time of scoring a point on pork. He 
one of those Republican leaders who see 
hard times ahead forthe party unless some- 
thing can be done to quiet the unrest ex- 
hibited in the agricultural States. He stood 
with Senator Plumb in opposition tothe Me- 
Kinley bill and, like the Kansas Senator, he 
foresaw the storm that burst in November 
last. He is, therefore, still in an Uneasy 
frame of mind concerning the party’s pros- 
pects in the West. 

He was a visitor at the Agricultural Depart- 
ment to-day and had a long conference with 
Secretary Rusk. Doubtless he pointed out to 
Uncle Jerry just how important the Amer- 
ican hog has become, and he was told in re- 
turn that unofficial advices from abroad indi-

CANADIAN SHEEP AND SWINE. 

The Oanadian Government having com-

The company now has three 
steamers, and a boat will leave St. Louis 
every Wednesday and also every Saturday 
during the excursion season. These steamers 
make connection at Paducah with the Cum- 
berland River boats, and stop atall the im- 
portant towns on the Ohio between Paducah 
and Cairo and at St. Genevieve, Chester, Ft.

Before the 
Diamond Jo Line bought out the Northern 
Line competition reduced the round-trip fare 
to $24, but this summer it is $28, with the 
choice, however, of making the trip one way 
by rail instead of by water. It takes about 
ten days to make the round-trip by boat; bat 
if the return is made by train the visit can 
very nicely be made within a week and give 
the excursionist adayinwhich to see St. 
Paul and Minneapolis. If he choses, he may 
remain up there a week or several weeks and 
return on the sameticket. Three steamers 
leave St. Louis every week—Mondays, 
Wednesdays and Fridays—and Mr. Ike 
Lusk will be happy to give all the informa- 
tion desired concerning rates and ac- 
commodations. The cities of Keokuk, 
Burlington, Davenport end Dubuque in Iowa 
are all worth seeing, as are algo Quincy, Rock 
Island, Moline and Galena on the Illinois 
side, while the river itself is noted for its 
scenery above Rock Island. 

ON THE LAKES. 

A trip on Lake Michigan can be made on 
round trip tickets sold by the Chicago & Alton 
and other railroads, arrangements to that 
end having been made with the Goodrich and 
other steamship companies, and round-trip 
tickets are also sold to Duluth, Marquette, 
Bayfield, Ashland and other points on Lake 
Superior, and to a number of summer resorts 
on the other dig lakes. The trip 
from St. Louis to Dulath, Minn., by 
rail, then by boat to Chicago and then by 
rail to St. Louis, or vice versa, canbe made 
in ten days, giving the excursionist a day’s 
stop at Minneapolis and St. Paul and several 
hours’stop at every large city en route on the 
lakes, including the City of Macinac, Milwau- 
kee and Chicago. The round trip fare to 
Duluth by rail going and coming is $36.60 and 

about half as much more would be the 
charge ifthe return were made by boat to 
Chicago, the passenger getting his meals 
and berth without extra pay. Another ten 
days’ trip often taken by St. Louisians isto 
go to Cleveland by rail and then take a boat to 
Buffaloand Niagara Falls and then return 
via Chicago, making the trip from Buffalo to 
Chicago by boat. The expense is about the 
same on either trip. Shorter 
trips are confined to points on Lake 
Michigan. The round trip fare to 
Macinac partly by rail and partly by steamer 
is $29.50. Macinac can be reached by rail over 
the Chicago & Alton and Michigan Central 
roads in twenty-three hours, but the all- ran 
round trip rate is $31.%. To Petosky, an- 
Other point visited by hundreds of St, 
Louisans every summer, the round-trip fare 
from St. Louis is $27.6 all rail, and $27.15, part 
rail and part water. Petosky is about forty 
hours’ ride by boat from Chicago, and Mact- 
nac is about two days’ ride. The round-trip 
fare from St. Louis to Milwaukee by all rail 
is $18.60, and by rail excepting between Mu- 
waukee and Chicago, is only $16; to Sheboy- 
gan, on the west coast of Lake Michigan, the 
all-rall fare is u, and the rail-boat fare 30 
cents less.

San Francisco, Cal., June 27.—Thousands 
of colored men from the Southern States are 
soon to settle in Lower California. Officers 
of the American Colored Men’s Mexican 
Colonization Co. report that the papers were 
signed on Thursday for the first 100,000 acres 
ot land by Andrade of San Francisco, the 
patent of the tract beginning on the Sonora 
side of the Gulf of California, 
some twenty miles below Yuma. 
The papers were also signed for 
a section of 100,000 acres adjoining to be pur- 
chased a year from now onthe same liberal 
terms. The attorney for the company was 
given sixty days in which to make an invest!- 
gation of the title at the City of Mexico, and 
if this is satisfactory the work of colonizing 
will at once begin.

ST. LOUIS MEDICAL SOCIETY. 


A Number of Interesting Cases Presented 
—Adjournment for the Summer. 


The St. Louis Medical Society had a regular 
meeting last night at the Polytechnic build- 
ing. In spite of the heat the attendance was 
good. There were up before the society for 
election the names of Drs. E. H. Trielings- 
dort, M. H. Schelly, D. F. Hochdaerfer, E. 
Y. Meyer, F. D. Wright and 2. 
B. Taylor. Those names had deen 
referred to the Committee on Elections some 
time ago, butas the committees did not re- 
port last night Dr. Y. H. Bond moved that 
the rules be suspended and the applicants 
elected without a report from the commit- 
toe. 

The motion of Dr. Bond was carried and all 
of the applicants were duly elected members 
of the soctety. 

Dr. Hurt moved that when the society ad- 
journ it adjourn until the third Tuesday in 
September. The motion was adopted. 

Dr. Wiesenbach reported a very interesting 
case with microscopic specimens. 

Dr. Prewitt asked permission to present to 
the society a case of a little boy who came 
to him some time ago with great difficulty in 
his breathing. He operated on him andin- 
serted a silver tube into the boy’s 
neck and through the wind-pipe. The 
child appeared before the society with 
the tube in his throat, which had been there 
for about four weeks. The child was breath- 
ing easily, and suffered no discomfort what- 
ever from the operation. Another case of 
longer standing which h ad achieved as good, 
though not such remarkable results, was pre- 
sented in the person ofa healthy young col- 
ored boy of about 28 or 26 yeurs ot age. Dr. 
Frank J. Lutz presented a specimen of tumor 
which he had operated upon, and gave the 
history of the patient from which the speci- 
men was taken. 

Dr. Prewitt presented several interesting 
specimens of sarcoma of the axilla. Dr. 
Prewitt also presented a case of strangula- 
tion of the bowels which was accompanied 
with more than usual complications. 

Dr. 4. V. L. Brokaw submitted the history 
ofover a dozen operations of laparotomy 
which he had performed within a short 
time. These operations were for abcesses of 
the abdominal regions and in nearly every 
case were successful. Thecases related by 
Dr. Brokaw covered a variety of complica- 
tions in the somewhat modern operation of 
cutting into the abdomen to remove trou- 
bles which were, upto avery recent day, 
looked upon as incurable and necessarily 
fatal. 

Dr. Barclay related the operation recently 
performed by him of closing up the ruptures 
in a bursted ear drum which had been broken 
by the blow ofa slap. Dr. Barclay had far- 
nished the ear with a temporary drum of fine 
paper, which acted as an almost perfect sub- 
stitute until the natural drum had healed. 
Dr. Dalton presented a patient whose brain 
had been injured by the blow of a pick-ax. 
The front of his head had grown and pro 
truded until it had assumed an enormous 
size. Various theories were ventured as to 
what the real trouble was, and the case ex- 
cited a great deal of interest. 

The society then adjourned for the summer.

| SAVED BY THE POLICE. 


A REPORTER’S EXPERIENCE AS AN UM- 
PIRE IN AN AMATEUR GAME. 


He Officiates at the Request of Both Nines 
and Gomes Near Being Mobbed Before 
the Game Is Over—A Typical Boys’ 
Game. 


A Post-Dispatch reporter was walking 
across a common not far from Twentieth 
street and Cass avenue, last Sunday, when a 
couple of boys rushed up to him and in the 
same breath exclaimed: 

gay Mister, will yer umpire a game 0’ ball 

fer us?’ * 
They were boys whose ages ranged from 13 
to 15 years, and when the reporter informed 
them that he had no ambition to officiate in 
the position and that they had better secure 
the services of somebody else, one of the lads 
spoke up and said: 

„We can’t agree on anybody else. Dese 
udder fellows wants one o’ der crowd an’ we 
won't have it. 

„No, its dem fellers wat wants one o' der 
gang to umpire.’’ 

By this time several other boys approached 

and solicited the reporter to umpire. 
Fou don’t know any o’us, so yes won't 
given one o’us the worst o’itan’dat’s why we 
would like ter have you umpire,’’ argued one 
ofthe party, while the others chimed in 
with remarks of approval. That settled the 
matter. 


THE REPORTER FOR UMPIRE. 
The reporter in an evil moment accepted 


the position. In additionto the important 
duty of deciding all points arising 
in the game the reporter was 
appotnted to an once of trust; 
he was made stakeholder, The con- 
test was for astake of 70 cents—35 cents a 
side. It was to have been for a stake of 4 
cents a side, but owing to the failure of two 
of the players of one club to raise the neces- 
sary 5 cents ante, their side was shy 10 cents, 
so that the amount of the stake had to be re- 
duced.

„Say, Wulle McGill, Just give me one here, 
will you?’’ he said addressing the pitcher and 
holding his bat extended from the height of 
his waist.

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., June 27.—Yesterday 
morning as the west bound passenger train 
on the Guif line was approaching Ash Grove 
the engineer noticed aman walking on the 
track some distance ahead. He thought 
nothing of it until the train came near the 
man, who seemed to pay no attention to its 
approach.

WEEKLY BULLETIN OF THE GOVERN- 
MENT SIGNAL SERVICE. 


A Fine Week in Missouri for All Farm 
Operations—Wheat Harvesting Com- 
menoed in the Middle Section Heavy 
Rains in Some Sections. 


WASHINGTON, June 27.—The following 
weekly crop bulletin has been issued by the 
Signal Office this evening: 

Indiana — Weather very favorable to 
wheat harvest, which is nearly completed, 
Rye, clover and hay are also being 
harvested. Corn growing very fast and oats 
much improved. 

Michigan—Local rains poorly distributed 
and more rain much needed. Orops are, 
however, doing well. Alight crop of wheat 
will be ready for harvest in tie southern 
counties next week. 

lowa—Excessive rains in West portion of 
State caused considerable damage to crops 
and bulidings, but the prospects are gen- 
erally good over larger portion of the 
State. Wheat harvest is progressin South- 
ern counties where the oat crop is too 
heavy and some damage reported by lodging 
and rust. ; 

Wisconsin—Favorable weather has im- 
proved crop and fruit conditions during the 
past week, Cranberry crop will be slightly 
less than last season owing tothe May frost. 

Rain needed badly in East and Central 
Counties. 

Arkansas—Weather greatly beneficial to all 
crops. Cotton and corn growing nicely. 
Fruit ofall kinds doing well. Some sections 
need rain. 

Texas—Gooda showers in all sections. Cot- 
ton blooming in South Texas and crop very 
promising throughout the State. Corn aver- 
age except in some localities, where it is 
short on account of drought.

ST. CLAIR COUNTY’S HARVEST. 

MASCOUTAH, III., June 27.—The past two 
weeks has been a busy time for farmers in 
this section. A great wheat crop has been 
harvested during that time. The wheat har- 
vest was practically finished in this section 
to-day. Threshing will commence the latter 
part of next week, and will be kept up 
steadily for several weeks. Farmers rarely 
over-estimate a wheat crop, and itis the 
prevailing opinion among them that the av- 
erage in St. Clair County will not fall below 
seventy-five bushels of wheat peracre. The 
growing oat and corn crops are doing well. 
There is some complaint of oat lice and bugs, 
but it is not thought that any serious damage 
will be done to the growing crops by the in- 
sects. 


SATISFACTORY WHEAT YIELD. 

LAWRENCE, Kan., June 27.—In spite of the 
very heavy rains the farmers of this (Doug- 
las) county are realizing a yteld of wheat 
above the average. Wheat harvesting com- 
menced the first of the present week and will 
not be finished before the last of next. The 
rain of last Thursday, the heaviest of the 
season, came rigut in the midst of harvest, 
but the farmers estimate that on the uplands 
the damage was not more than 5 per cent. 
Bottom land fared worse and in some cases 
whole fields of crops were destroyed.

When but 14 years old Mr. Kaiser was the 
leading soprano of the choir in the finest 
synagogue in the city of Vienna. 
When he reached his majority Mr. Kaiser's 
voice had changed to a mellow baritone 
and he was offered the place of Assistant 
Cantor in one of the principal Vienna syna- 
gogues and accepted. He was afterward 
called to Prague and occupied the cantorate 
at the new temple in that city for three 
years.

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BY AN INTERPRETER. 


A Divorce Case in Which the Examina- 
tion Was Conducted in German. 


THE TROUBLES OF MORITZ HORN AND 
HIS WIFE FURNISH A NOVELTY. 


Neither the Plaintiff Nor Defendant Were 
Able to Speak English—A Case in 
Which There Was Some Pathos—-A 
Divorce Refused—Other Oases—Circuit 
Court News. 


The contested divorce case of Morits Horn 
against his wife, Wilhelmine Horn, was heard 
in Judge Withrow’s court yesterday after- 
noon, The Horns were married in Dresden, 
in the province of Saxony, Germany, 
Feb. 23, 1878. The couple are 
of about middle age and have 
three children living and fourdead. Horn 
charged his wife with being of a quarrelsome 
disposition and of finally deserting him. 
They separated, the petition for divorce 
alleged, on or about Nov. 1, 1887. The plain- 
tif’s knowlege of English is very 
limited and 8. 8. Bass, his wife’s 
attorney, acted as interpreter. Speaking 
partly in English and partly in German he 
related the story of his married life. His wife 
was a widow with two children when he mar- 
ried her. He and his wife had frequent quar- 
rels in Germany, he stated. She struck him 
and he struck her. Mrs. Horn, who was sit- 
ting beside her attorney, at this juncture 
shook her fist. 

The plaintiff is a baker at 611 Morgan. He 
at one time owned a bakery at Seventh and 
Marion streets. Asked who assisted him with 
the bakery at Marion street, witness replied 
two girls. Oneof their names was Augusta 
Schmidt. She was about 25 years old. She 
was a married woman, but did not 
live with her husband. Witness was asked 
about one day his wife called at the bakery 
and if Mrs. Schmidt did not tell his wife that 
she owned the bakery. Witness replied that 
she did, but that it was not true. He had 
afterwards discharged Mrs. Schmidt. 

Mrs. Horn was also examined by means of 
aninterpreter. She could speak no English 
at all. She stated the reason she refused to 
live with her husband was because he did not 
treat her right. When he came home at 
night if she had tea he would say he did not 
cere fortea. Ifshe had soup he would say, 
„Och de soup. If she cooked eggs he 
would say he did not want eggs. He com- 
plained of everything she cooked, so she 
stopped cooking for him. Then he took his 
shirts to another woman to be made. In re- 
ferring to the day she went to the bakery and 
met Mrs. Schmidt, witness stated when she 
called she was met by Mrs. Schmidt, who 
asked: 

**Who are you?’’ placing her hands on her 
hips, witness imitating the action on the 
stand. 

Jam Mrs. Horn, witness replied. 

**So,’’ said Mrs. Schmidt, and what do 
you want?“ 

Witness replied she wanted to see her hus- 

d 


When her husband appeared witness asked 
him if he would not pay her the $2 a week he 
had been paying her. Her husband said he 
could not afford to do so. Mrs. Schmidt 
said if she were he she would 
not pay her a cent. Mrs. 
Schmidt then said: ‘‘Moritz, go in and let 
me attend to her.’’ And he did so. Mrs. 
Schmidt then told witness that the bakery 
was hers and that Horn was hired by her. 
That she gave him $10a week. Mrs. Schmidt 
then told Horn to have his name taken off the 
sign and hers put on. 

Horn was asked by the court why it was 
that he did not ask for the custody of the 
children. The oldest is 18 years. Horn re- 
plied that his wife had them influenced 
against him. Thechildren were in court, 
the oldest, a boy, sitting beside 
his mother, A peculiar feature of 
the case was that while both admitted that 
they fought in Germany and struck each 
other both also testified that they had never 
rexchanged blows in this country. Neither 
did they quarrel before others. Persons oc- 
cupying rooms in the same house had never 
Enown of their quarreling. 

Mrs. Horn’s description of their immigra- 
tion to this country was quite pathetic. Her 
husband was out of work, and said he 
thought he could do better inthis country 
and she consented to his coming. 
When he sent for her to come 
she stated he wrote to her and told her to 
come to him in America, and that in the new 
country be would begin life over again; for 
her to forget the past and in crossing over to 
throw it all in the ocean. They lived happi- 
ly, she stated, for about six months after she 
arrived in this country. 

Witness was asked ifshe would live with 
her husband now and she replied she would 
if he would do right. She had the appear- 
ance of being an honest, straightforward 
German woman apparently somewhat older 
than her husband. Her husband’s petition 
for divorce was refused.

WITHDRAWN FROM THE COMPETITION. 


Architects Object to the Terms Made by 
the Union Depot Co. 


The Union Depot competition is exciting 
much ill-feeling among architects and may 
yet cause trouble in the St. Louis chapter of 
the American Institute, According to the 
terms of the competition, the 
architect whose plan is accepted will 
receive 2% per cent of the estimated cost. 
As this is $400,000, hisshare would probably be 
$10,000. The second best plan will be given 
$1,500, the third $1,000 and each of the remain- 
ing competitors $500 apiece. All plans sub- 
mitted become the property of the depot 
company. 

The terms ofthe competition are in viola- 
tion of the rules of the American Institute of 
Architects, which require the members to 
charge 8% per cent of the cost of the work. 

The Board of Directors of the Union 
Depot Oo. wrote to several prom- 
inent architects inviting them to 
enter the competition. Anumberof them 
declined, deeming it unprofessional to enter 
it, the rates being lower than the architect’s 
schedule, Other architects were invited to 
fill their place, whoset to work to furnish 
plans. William 8. Eames, the President of 
the St. Louis chapter of the Architects’ 
Union, refused to enter, while Mr. Link, the 
Vice-President, has already furnished plans. 
Mr. Link said that this was the opportunity 
of a man’s lifetime and could not afford 
to be thrown away because of a slight 
discrepancy inthe terms. Besides the com- 
petition was fairer and more favorable to all 
parties than many which had taken place 
recently—notably the Mercantile Club compe- 
tition—which had been approved by the St. 
Louis Chapter of the Institute. 

Dr. Taussig of the Union Depot Co. said 
that the terms were more favorable than the 
architects’ usual competitions which gave 
the successful candidate 34 per cent and the 
others nothing, while in this competition 
every one received a reward. 

The depot company would suffer noth- 
ing,’’ he said, ‘‘by the withdrawals, as they 
had ten excellent designs from which to 
choose.’’

A CASE OF HARD LUCK. 
THE “POST-DISPATCH” JONAH OUTDONE 
BY THE RIVER REPORTER. 


Abb Veatch Tells of His Many Shipwrecks 
and Wins the Palm From Hard-Luck 
George—He Lived Through Thirteen 
Aocidents. 


The ‘‘boys’’ were through with the day's 
work and were sitting about the Post-D1s- 
PATCH Office ornamenting the desks with use- 
ful if not pretty teet, filling the air with to- 
bacco smoke and discussing the ‘‘scoops’’ 
they had on the other fellow. Hard Luck 
George had told his usual tale of woe—how 
some one had stepped on him or how he had 
been blamed for what some other fellow had 
done. The boys laughed as usual and were 
about to award him the palm for hard luck 
when Abb Veatch, the Posr-Dispatca river 
reporter, broke in, 

J don’t want to compete with George,’’ 
he began dryly, ‘‘but I have had a good deal 
of hard luck myself. Ihave been in thirteen 
steamboat accidents and thirteen has been 
an unlucky number for me. 

‘*I commenced steamboating when 18 years 
ot age. Iran off from a good home and de- 
voted parents and shipped as third pantry- 
man on the old steamer Fawn. I did not get 
a cent of wages, but that did not matter, for 
I had reached the height of my boyish ambi- 
tion to become a steamboatman. I next got 
a position on the James D. Parker as third 
cook at the enormous salary of $1 per week. 
Well, the Parker struck a rock on the falls at 
Louisville and my ambition and clothes were 
considerably dampened, but I got out safely 
and in a few days had secured another berth. 

THE RAPIDAN DISASTER. 

My next accident was up Tennessee River 
mear the famous Pittsburg Landing. I was 
‘flunkey’ on the Rapidan and with a desire 
to some day be captainof the boat was en- 
tirely satisfied with the world, but the 
Rapidan found a snag and went to the bot- 
tom where a portion of her wreck may still 
be seen in low water. My next position was 
onthe Katydid running from Vicksburg to 
Greenville on the Lower Mississippi and it 
was here I made the acquaintance of steam- 
boat rats.

They immediately in- 
formed the Captain that they would remain 
in town that trip. We pulled out from Vicks- 
burg at5 p. m., and everything went on se- 
renely until4 o’clock next morning, when 
the Katydid pickedup asnagon the star- 
board side, and it cleaned out everything 
clear to the rudder. The cook-house 
was gone and everything in it. 
In the bar we had sardines and cove oysters 
to sell to the plantation negroes. The sardines 
and cove oysters were all we had to eat for 
three days. IthoughtIhad enough steam- 
boating then, and when we reached Memphis 
I wired the owner that I wanted to come home. 
He answered to stay there. I wired again 
and got the same reply. The third time I 
wired: ‘Stopping at the Peabody Hotel, pay- 
ing $4 per day. In less than an hour I re- 
ceived instruction to come home. My next 
position was fourth clerk on the old side- 
wheel Idlewild, whose time of 15 hours 
and 29 minutes from Oairo to Evans- 
ville has never been equaled. 
We were lying at Weston, Ky., one morning 
preparing tounload a boiler. Iwas onthe 
forecastle, where of course I had no business. 
The stage was in place and everything was 
ready to move the boiler and Mate Bob Ken- 
nedy—now dead and gone—gave the usual 
signalto start the capstan.

with my room-mate after me. The cabin 
midship was then burning.

An Institution Where Helpless Little 
Sufferers Find Relief. 


SCENES IN THE WARDS OF THE ST, LOUIS 
CHILDREN’S HOSPITAL 


One of the City’s Noblest Charities. 


An attractive brick building which shelters 
half a hundred helpless, crippled and suffer - 
ing little ones rises from an expansive green 
lawn on Jefferson avenue and Adams street, 
and over the door isa sign which reads 
St. Louis Children’s Hospital,“ a name that 
is laden with charity and suggestive of 
generous, unselfish labors in behalf of un- 
fortunate little children. 

A SUNDAY Post-DisPaTcoH representative 
visited the institution yesterday and ex- 
amined with curious interest the arrange- 
ments for relieving the little sufferers and in- 
creasing their comfort. 

And now for a glimpse of the interior. On 
the first floor, leading from the doorway isa 
divided corridor. On one side is the room of 
the Matron, Mrs. Sheble, who so courteously 
showed the visitors through the nome. This 
room is a bijou of feminine comfort and ease 
and just adjoining is an apartment with a 
little bed, which is now vacant but which 


hearted Mrs. Sheble feels needs her 
„ attention both night and day. on 
the other side of the 


is the reception-room, a pleasant, — 
apartment, where books and cheery pictures 
enlist the attention of the visitors until the 
residents are able to receive them. Lower 
down comes the dining-room or refectory, 
and in this well lighted, airy room there is 
every evidence ot cleanliness and comfort. 
One iong table at which twenty plates are 
laid forms the center. and the simple, white 
cloth and cool white chinaand glass of the 
setting give ample testimony to the care of 
the children who are happily able to come to 
the table. At breakfast there is always oat- 
meal, some nutritious grain bread, butter, 
tea and milk. At dinner, soup, vegetables, 
some wholesome meat anda light pudding. 
At supper only bread and milk is served, but 
there is plenty of both. 
THE FIRST WARD. 

Just over the way from the dining-room 
comes the first pathetic evidence of the sad 
part of the institution. In the first ward 
are perhaps twenty little children, most 
of them con valescents. They are 
every where, lying with white, tired faces on 
the bed, or else sitting wearily on the chairs. 
Sometimes near them lies tossed about blocks 
or toys, and by the side of sometiny girl pa- 
tient is laid her beloved doll. It is strange 
how little girls, particularly sick little girls, 
cling with devoted love to their doll babies. 
An instance is told of a ceiebrated physician 
and an unknown little girl who was brought 
into a hospital suffering from some disease 
which necessitated the amputation of one of 
her legs. She was placed on the operating

ta ble and given nor pet doll, 
which she clasped firmly in her tiny 
arms. No chloroform, or any thing was 


given her to cause forgetfulness. She was 
brave enough to bear this pain without it, 
her nurse said. Patiently, without a mur- 
mur, her lips compressed, the child lay 
while the physician, cut and sawed at 
the poor sacrificed leg; closely hugging her 
doll she remained without a tear until the 
end of the operation. Then, when the great 
doctor took her n his arms and Kissed her 
brave littie face, be said: Tou area noble 
little girl, but now dollie must dear as you 
do, and have her leg cut off too. Then only 
did the intense love and heroism of the child 
manifest itself. She was not willing her 
doll should suffer as she did, and clasping it 
closer in her arms, she begged the physi- 
cian not to touch her dollie with his knife. 
But about the room the faces of the children 
are studies of sweet pathos and patient bear- 
ing. Pallid, yet smiling and earnest, they 
moved in their couches to look at the visitors 
ingquiringly , or else turned in their tiny chairs 
to smile a weary welcome. Just now they 
are recovering from measies, and the odor of 
the disinfectants through the building was 
anything but pleasant forthe sick children. 
Following the matron up-stairs we came to 
the surgical room, where twenty-four little 
suffering ones were being treated for various 
diseases of spine, hip or head, any- 
thing which called for the skill 
and knife of the surgecn. Here was

In 18% the St. Louis Children’s Hospital 
was originated at 2834 Franklin avenue, but 
the increase of patients eventually led to the 
erection of the building it now occupies. It 
was in 1879, on May 6, that a certificate of 
incorporation was filed in the office of the 
Clerk of the Circuit Court of St. Louis Oounty, 
under the name and style of The Children’s 
Hospital of St. Louis. Appoline A. Blair, 
Mary W. McKittrick, Oaroline B. Treat, Mar- 
garet H. De Wolf, Rebecca Webb, Cherrel W. 
Parker, Virginia E. Stevenson, M. Louise 
Norris and others were thereby declared a 
body politic and corporate by the name and 
style aforesaid, with all the powers, 
privileges and immunities granted in 
the act of the Legislature. And 
thus came into active life the 
charity now brought completely before the 
public for the first time. It was in 1878, how- 
ever, thata meeting of citizens was held to 
organizea children’s hospital. A board of 
managers was elected who at once com- 
menced getting yearly subscribers. It was 
soon ascertained that a sufficient number of 
subscribers had been obtained to justify the 
renting ofa house. One year elapsed before 
a suitable house could be found, and as soon 
as it was. the ladies made preparations to re- 
cefve the little patients. But, as stated, be-

The old gate-keeper of Oalvary Oemetery 
sat on the steps of his little stone cot- 
tage as a Post-DisPaTon reporter passed 
through the solemn portals of that 
place last Sunday afternoon. He is a 
grave and dark-visaged man, is the gate- 
Keeper, as befits his mournful station, but 
he nodded and spoke pleasantly enough to 
the unusual visitor who stopped for a mo.

Then he apparently forgot there was any 
one present at his side and allowed his quiet 
gaze to rest upon the peaceful view spread 
out around him, as is doubtless his musing 
custom many hours of every week. 
AT CALVARY’S GATS. 

Itwas rather a cheerful prospect, de-

PASSING THE PORTALS. 

The Warden of Oalvary’’ is nota very 
talkative man. He said that there were al- 
ways a good many visitors to the cemetery in 
bright weather, especially of Sunday after- 
noons, and that those who were not 
driving came principally dy tram, 
although some patronized the street cars. 
The Florissant avenue entrance was the one 
through which funerals entered the grounds. 
He might have talked more, but a lady came 
up just then to get a parcel which she had 
left in his charge and the newspaper man 
strolled off. 

The climb up the hill of Oalvary from the 
gate is a beautiful one, the broad avenue or 
way, as the various roads through Cal- 
vary are called, swerving slightly to the right 
as one goes up.

HOW THE CONFLICT BETWEEN THE 
PRESIDENT AND CONGRESS AROSE. 


Balmaceda’s Course and Reasons for His 
Unpopularity—Refusal of Supplies by 
Congress, and Deposition of the Presi- 
dent—The Legislature and Judiciary 
Suspended— Terrible Atrocities, 


orion, May 25.—The presence in this port 
of Admiral McCann with the vessels of the 
United States Navy has greatly relieved the 
minds of the Americans resident In this city, 

as the feeling in relation to the Itata incident 
is very bitter among the mass of the people, 
although the insurgent authorities gave up 
the vessel without a protest. The condition 

of affairs remains unchanged, and the status 
is likely to be preserved unless Balmaceda’s 

torpedo boats succeed in sinking the ships of 
the insurgents, as there ts little likelihood of 
the two armies coming together, 
owing to the expanse of waterless desert be- 

tween the Northern and Southern States. 
The real cause of the struggle between Pres- 
ident Balmaceda and the Congressional party 
is asserted by the advocates of the latter to 
be the culmination of a long and bitter strife 
between the President and the Congress, the 
former striving to prevent the passage of an 
electorial system which would curb the 
power which has long been held by the Pres- 
identto virtually name his successor, the 
latter endeavoring to make constitutional 
opposition between parties effective at the 
polls. The appointment of every civil and 
municipal! officer in Chili was in the hands ae 
the President, and he could thus absolutely 
control the elections. 

A CONFLICT OF AUTHORITY. 

It was this system which Congress endeav- 
ored to break up. Balmaceda early saw the 
necessily of securing the support of the mili- 
tary, and demanded that Congress pass laws 
mereasing the pay of the officers and men of 
the army and navy. This Congress agreed to 
do on condition that the election laws should 
be passed first. To this the adherents of Bal- 
maceda were strenuously opposed, and Many 
bitter debates took place. The contest was 
not long confined within the walls of Con- 
gress. Parties of bravoes, generally soldiers 
in disguise, paraded the streets, and at 
every favorable opportunity fell upon 
the members opposed to the President, and 
brutally beat them. So frequent did these 
assaults become that the opposition party 
were compelled to carry arms ontheir way to 
and from the hall. The Congress, in which 
there wasa large majority against Balma- 
ceda, remained firm, and refused to pass any 
appropriation bilis until the election laws 
were passed. On the suggestion of Balma- 
ceda an action was brought before the Su- 
preme Court by an officer who wished to re- 
ceive his pay. The best legal talent was se- 
cured on both sides, as upon the decision 
of the court the whole controversy was 
considered to hinge. The decision was un- 
favorable to Balmaceda’s party. The court 
held that the servant of the people, for whose 
future services no provision had been made, 
had no claim. He had no longer an em- 
ployer. Under the decision the country had no 
army, since Congress had declined to make 
any appropriation for its support. 

THE SUPREME COURT DEFIED. 

The Congressional party was jubilant, as 
this decision was regarded asa de h- blow 
to the claims of the President and his party. 
Balmaceda, however, was not ready 
so easily to submit. He issued a pro- 
nunciamento declaring that he was 
the etecutive to whose care the 
preservation of the integrity of the laws and 
rights ofthe republic had been placed; that 
by the organic law he was the head of the 
country, and that this law could not be over- 
set by factious opposition on the part of 
Congress. The refusal to sustain the Gov- 
ernment he proclaimed to be revolutionary, 
deciared Congress dissolved, set aside the 
Supreme Court, as chief executive took com - 
mand of the army and navy, and collected 
taxes and issued bills on the credit of the 
Government. Congress refused to disperse, 
whereupon many of the leading mem- 
bers were arrested. and a system 
of wholesale imprisonment began. In re- 
taliation tothe proclamation deposing him, 
issued by the Chillan Congress on Jan. 1, 
Balmaceda arrested all who dared oppose 
him, and became virtual dictator in the 
country over which the control of the army, 
which he had propitiated by an increase of 
50 per cent in the pay, gave him power. 

Terrible stories of the cruelties perpetrated 
by his order. are told. Men of wealth and 
position have been fearfully flogged for ven- 
turing to express sympathy with the Con- 
gressional party. The ‘‘cat’’ is in daily use, 
and the prisons are filled to overflowing. 

THE PRESIDENT’S DEFENSE. 

Balmaceda and his partisans put a different 
interpretation on the revolt. They assert 
that the President is fighting the battle of 
the masses against the classes. 
years, it is urged, Ohili, while nominally a 
republic, has practically been an oligarchy, 
in which a few wealthy families have con- 
trolled the elections to the Presidency and 
Oongress utterly irrespective of the rights 
and wishes ofthe great majority of the peo- 
ple.

they had lost. Balmaceda had 30, 000 soldiers 
under arms in Central Chili, but hundreds of 
miles of desert coast prevented his reinforc- 
ing the garrisons, which were compelled to 
depend upon their own resources. Col. 
Robles, his representative, undertook to re- 
trieve his losses by a determined attack upon 
the insurgent forces near the village of San 
Francisco, but was defeated after 
great slaughter on both sides. Iquique 
was immediately occupied by the insurgents 
under cover of the fleet. Col. Robles again 
met a portion of the insurgent army at Hua- 
raz, and after routing it, advanced to Iquique, 
where there was desperate fighting for twelve 
hours. The insurgent forces being hard 
pressed by the assault, the fleet opened fire 
upon the town and practically destroyed it. 
An armistice was arranged the in- 
tervention of the English naval commander, 
and the Government troops retired, aftera 
drawn battle. Another engagement speedily 
followed at Pozo Almonte, in whieh the 
insurgents were completely victorious.

AN UNFORTUNATE COUNTRY. 

In the meantime Chili is enduring all the 
horrors of civil warin their worst form. In 
order to retain the indispensable friendsttip 
of the army the President has been obliged to 
relax the reins of discipline and to allow the 
soldiery to burn, plunder and ravage at will. 
In Central Chili, outside of the larger cities, 
a veritable reign of terror prevails. The 
troops acknowledge but two classes, those 
who belong tothe army and those who do 
not, and the latter are mercilessly treated. 
Robber bands infest the less thickly 
settled portion of the country, and 
by confining their depredations tothe prop- 
erty of those who are known or believed to 
be in sympathy with Congress are assured 
immunity. In the Northern provinces the 
hastily organized levies of the insurgents are 
under little better control, and the lot of the 
partisans of Balmaceda is by no meansa 
happy one. Between the two forces Ohili 
seems in a fair way to be destroyed.

THE MANIPURIS. 


Particulars of the Campaign Against 
the Rebels. 


DEATH OF THE BRITISH COMMISSIONERS 
AND THE PUNISHMENT INFLICTED. 


Uncertainty as to the Eventual Dispo- 
position to Be Made of Manipur—How 
the Revolt Arose—Treacherous Murder 
of British Officers—The Country Con- 
ue red and the Ringleaders Captured.

CALCUTTA, May 29.—The officials who have 
gone to Simla are considerably exercised 
over the future of the Manipuris, whose re- 
volt brought a swarm of artists and corre- 
spondents, among them Mr. John Yarmon of 
the News, to whose courtesy I am indebted 
for inclosed sketches.

ORIGIN OF THE REVOLT. 

The masacre which has excited such indig- 
nation throughout British India and Eng- 
land took place on March 2%. For some time 
the affairs of Manipur had been in a very dis- 
turbed condition. The Regent, known as the 
Jubraj, or heirto the throne, had conspired 
with the Serraputty,or Commander-in-Chief, 
and Tongal, the General, deposed the Maha- 
rajah of Manipur, the brother of the Regent 
andthe Serraputty, and undertook to rule 
the country. Apparently their cause was pop- 
ular, for little native opposition was encoun- 
tered. The party of the Maharajah appealed 
to Commissioner Quinton, the British Agent, 
for protection. Commissioner Quinton or- 
dered the rebels to disperse, and with a force 
of about five hundred Goorkhas undertook to 
reinstate the Maharajah. 

A TREACHEROUS MURDER. 

Early in the morning of March 24 the resi- 
dency was attacked by an overwhelming 
force. The Manipuris, sheftered in the jun- 
gies, poured ina devastating fire, and the 
troops fell on all sides. Late in the evening, 
during a pause mthe attack, Commissioner 
Quinton, Mr. Grimwood, and the officers of 
the commissioner’s suite, were invited under 
a flag of truce to confer with the prince styl- 
ing himself Maharajah of Manipur. The party 
went to the palace, in spite of the protests of 
the military contingent, who believed that 
treachery was intended. This suspicion 
proved to be well-founded. While walk 
ing down the Durbar Hall, Mr. 
Grimwood, the British resident, was 
speared and Commissioner Quinton, Mr. Cas- 
sius, Lieut Simpson and Ool. Skine were made 
captive. Theircaptivity did not last long. 
Within a few hours, at 2 o’clock in the morn- 
ing of March 25, the prisoners were led out 
with chains on thefr ankles and their hands 
tied behind their backs, and by order of the 
Jubraj were beheaded with one of the huge 
Burman swords, known asa thoo, wielded by 
the Public Executioner. The remnant of the 
escort only a few score in number,made good 
their retreat under the able leadership of 
Capt. Borleau.

British South Africa Co. tober, 1889, a 
charter was granted to this company giving it 
authority to occupy Mashonaland, a territory 
lying within the dominions of Lobengula, the 
chief of the great Matabele tribe, and ad- 
acent to and west of the territory claimed by 
ortugal. As soon as the charter was 
granted steps were taken to organize an ex- 
peditionary force, and volunteers offered 
themselves by the hundred, as a veritable 
craze in regardto Mashonaland and the ad- 
ees territory, Mornialand, had arisen in 
he British possessions in South Africa and ia 
England itself. Not only was Mashonaland 
known to be a remarkably healthy and 
fertile country, free from al the 
fevers that are so _ characteristic of 
the coast region, admirably adapted for agri- 
culture and still better for grazing, but i 
believed that all the streams are rich in gold. 
Many hundred ounces of placer gold ve 
been brought to Cape Colony by the natives 
who report that it is found in the greatest 
abundance. The expedition starte fro 
Cape Town in April, 1890. It consisted of 
men, including a body of 180 men known as 
the Pioneer Scouts, and was under the com- 
mand of Maj. Pennefather, Commandant of 
the South Africa Oo.’s mounted police. 
The Pioneer Corps was commanded by 
Maj. Johnson. he first ste was 
to cut a road from the Macloutsie River in 
Bechuanaland to Mount Hampden in Mata- 
beleland. The ex ition went out prepared 
for fighting, as was well known that 
trouble might be expected as soon as the ter- 
ritory of Chief Loberngulo and his fierce 
Matabeles was reached.

The object of this was to preven 
the favorite Matabele form of attack, 
to which many parties of whites have fallen 
victims. The Matabeles always seek to crawl 
to the vicinity of the camp under cover of 
darkness and make a furious assault at early 
dawn. Success is invariably followed by a 
massacre. Thus equip the party set out 
along the banks of the Limpopo, the river so 
often mentioned by the mighty hunter, Gor- 
don Cummings, the cousin of the officer who 
has since become notorious through the bac- 
carat scandal.

Pierre Loti’s Election to the French Acad- 
emy Founded by Cardinal Richelieu, 
Special Correspondence SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 
Paris, June 12.—Much to everybody’s aston- 
ishment, Pierre Loti has been elected to the 
French Academy in place of Octave Feuillet. 


| The career of this youngster as a man ot let - 


ters began during the French -Ohinese dim · 
culties two or three years ago. He was then 
on duty in the Tangier as a naval officer and 
whiled away his time writing letters to the 
French papers. In these letters, which were 
marvels of descriptive writings, he fearlessly 
exposed the barbarous practices of the 
French troops toward the natives.

The French Academy was founded in 1685 by 
Cardinal Richelieu, who transformed a little

tional institution. The chief object of this 
institution was to guard the purity of the 
French language. It pledged itself to com- 
pose a dictionary, a treatise on rhetorie and 
a treatise On poetry. The first edition of 
the dictionary was published in 1634, 
the second in 1878. The influence. of 
the academy has always been conservative 
and taste has been more highly prized than 
originality. In this respect the election of 
Pierre Loti is a departure from the tradition, 
for Loti hag more originality than taste. The 
Academy boasts on its roll of members some 
of the most eminent French writers, though 
it rejected La Bruyere, Boileau and Moliere. 
The membership is limited to forty, who are 
known as the Forty Immortals. The Academy 
gives a prize each year for eloquence and 
poetry alternat@ly, besides two others—toa 
poor Frenchman who has done the most vir- 
tuous action throughout the year and to a 
Frenchman who h&s written and published 
the book most conducive to good morals. 
The French Academy does not command the 
respect it once did.

HIGHNESS THE PRINCE OF WALES.

Lady Mordaunt Couldn't Make It Ali 
Right With Charlie. 


The threat made by Lord Brooke to bring 
suit for divorce and name the Prince 
of Wales as co-respondent, adds another 
chapter to the scandalous life of that person- 
age and the friends of royalty in England 
are sending up that petition for the Queen 
with more than ordinary fervor, ‘‘grant her 
in health and prosperity long to live, for 
when good Queen Vic dies it is quite possible 
that Albert Edward, Prince of Wales, and his 
hopeful son, Albert Victor, will be obliged to 
plead tothe indictment now being framed 
against them by the outraged decency and 
common sense of the English people. 

The indictment contains many counts and 
to plead guilty toany one of them would in 
any other country than old Engiand subject 
the offender to exclusion not only from the 
high place of kingship but from the com- 
panionship of all decent and self-respecting 
persons. 

No prince in modern history has outdone 
the present Prince of Wales in disgusting 
peopie with himself and royalty. He has 
shown himself an empty-headed noodle, 
without Intelligence enough to sdstain the 
ordinary duties of self-respecting society, to 
say nothing ofthe high office to which he is 
Gestined. Even the speeches he makes on 
public occasions are written for him and 
memorized.

It was 
also said in defense of the Prince that, know- 
ing as he did that Sir Charlies discounten- 
anced the acquaintance with his wife, it was 
only natura) that the Prince should want to 
keep his visits secret. This defense sounds 
strange to Gemocratic ears, but it was satis- 
factory to the British nation, which rises 
above logic when the ‘‘monarchy’’ is in- 
volved, 

WHAT THE CASE MEART. 

The real significance of this Mordaunt case 
is, however, not fully apparent without an 
understanding of the legal form in which it 
was cast. A novel point was raised at the 
outset and it was raised in the interest of the 
Prince of Wales and that most 
fetich, ‘‘the monarchy.’’ The question tried 
before Lord Penzance was not the question 
of divorce. When Sir Charlies Mordaunt 
brought his action the defense made the point 
that Lady Mordaunt was insane at the time 
she received legal service, April 9, 199. 
The so-called trial was Mm reality 
an inquiry into her sanity and the 
question which it decided had reference 
to the right of a petitioner to sue for a 
divorce when the respondent was at the time 
or shortly after the service of the citation 
insane. The Mordaunt Case was really 
one for stay of proceedings. The friends of 
the Prince saw very clearly that if Lady 
Mordaunt went upon the stand and testified 
to her adultery with His Royal Highness the 
contradiction between the two would fix 
upon one the stigma of perjury, and even the 
stoutest snob in England might be shaken in 
his faith; consequently the insanity piesa was 
a desperate device to keep Lady Mordaunt 
om the witness stand. The  testi- 
mony brought forward, while it threw 
lighton the actual question of adultery, 
was intended to bear legally upon the ques- 
tion of sanity. The jury Feb. , 187, found 
that the lady’s. insanity had been proved, 
whereupon Lord Penzance and Mr. Justice 
Keating decided that insanity operated asa 
dar to further proceedings. They held that 
as she was not able to give instruction to her 
counsel and attorneys her husband had no 
recourse but to walt patiently for her death. 
It was a specious plea, but it served its pur- 
pose and saved the Prince. Sir Charles finally 
succeeded in getting a bill through Partia- 
ment covering his case and in 1#75 was given 
his freedom. Lady Mordaunt was put away 
in an asylum and has not been beard from 
since. 

June 12, 1675, Valentine Baker, Lieutenant- 
Colonel of the Tenth Hussars, a Doon com 
panion of the Prince of Wales, made an in- 
decent assault on a young lady ina railway 
carriage. He was convicted by the jury and 
Gismissed from the army. The Prince made 
every effort to save his friend and {it was said 
that he offered money tothe young lady's 
family if the case were stopped. He was al- 
most as badly smirched in this case as in the 
Mordaunt divorce. 

The papers all commented severely upon 
the action of his Royal Highness end the 
Times read bim a paternal lecture on the dis- 
asters which overtook poor dog Tray. Be- 
sides nobody could understand and nobody 
has ever since explained why the Prince 
worked so hard to prevent the punishment of 
the gun. 

After the Baker case the Prince was not 
found out in any wrong doing although the 
number of ‘‘favorites’’ did not diminish and 
Scandal was just as busy as ever.

A CONTINUED DECLINE IN THE GEN | 


ERAL LIST OF SECURITIES. 


The Industrials Again the Weak Point— 


The Day’s Transactions in Wall Street. 


—Weekly Bank Statement—Hubbard- 
Price Cotton Oircular. 


New Tonk, June 27.—Affairs in Wall street 
were exceptionally dull early in the week, 
and the ‘‘dip’’ in prices near the close, ac- 
companied as it was bya moderate increase 
in the volume of business, was hailed as a re- 
Heft by the small contingent of operators now 
engaged in chasing the market for eigtths 
and quarters. It 1s a peculiar, if not alto- 
gether anomalous condition of things—a 
market dull and declining in the face of a 
phenomenal winter crop already assured and 
better prospects for spring wheat, corn and 
other smafi grains than the country has had 
ina decade. 

As matters look now, the general market is 
destined to go still lower. Long stock has 
commenced to come out in goodly quantity 
and the factors which have induced the sell 
ing are stillin force. According to reliable 
authority, the condition of the sterling ex- 
change market and the necessities of the 
foreigners warrant the assumption that fully 
as much if not more gold will be shipped 
next week than during the week just closed. 
Only a radical change in the fnan- 
Clal conditions will prevent a large 
affux. There are two things which 
ought to command the close attention of 
Operators. First comes the London situation 
and second the attitude of the local leaders. 
There are many important firms and wealthy 
individual capitalists, whose sympathies, 
either from choice or necessity, are with the 
Dull side. If they see a chance to turm the 
market in an upward direction the move will 
be made in short order. Still another matter 
oughtto be accorded due weight, namely, 
that this country, commercially speaking, is 
sound, and that the dullness and depression 
in railroad securities arise chiefly from the 
untoward events of the past year in Europe. 


THE DAY'S TRANSACTIONS. 

New York, June 277.—Nothing intervened 
to stop the decline in the values of stocks on 
the Exchange this morning. The bank state - 
ment showed an increase of $2,229,000, but, 
just now, the bank statement, with easy 
money, counts for very littie aguinst the in- 
fluence of the outfiow of gold. The market 
showed considerable animation inthe early 
dealings, but the activity was for the most 
part confined to a few stocks, the general 
list being quite neglected. The industriais 
were again the weak point, especialiy Oord- 
age and Sugar, while Chicago Gas was com- 
paratively strong and Cordage opened at #, 
but immediately fell away to #1, while Sugar, 
after opening down 1% at 82, dropped to 81.

ILLINOIS STATE CAPITAL. 


NEW TROUBLES ARISE IN THE CAMP OF 
THE REPUBLICAN PARTY. 


Faction Fights Between the Fifer and the 
Hunt Wings—Adjt.-Gen. Vance’s Seal 
Removed—Ways of the Printer Expert 
—Oapital Topics. 


SPRINGFIELD, III., June 27.—In view of the 
bright prospects for the Democrats in II- 
nois, the party in power is becoming nervous 
and irritable. The Sstate Administration 
party, or what is called the Fifer party, is 
beginning to draw the lines, and they pro- 
pose to notify the Hunt party that for the 
present, anyway, the party in power wants 
no suggestions as to how things shall 
de run. Yesterday all of the ‘‘Brigadiers’’ 
connected with the State militia 
were surprised to receive notices to the ef- 
fect that after July 1, 1891, Adjutant-General 
Vance would be Adjutant-General no longer, 
that after that date, they would report to 
and obey Adjutant-General Jasper N. Reece, 
now of this city. 

The reasons as figured out by the Demo- 
crats forthis sudden move on the part of 
Gov. Fiferarethat Adjutant-General Vance 
hafis from the same county, Edgar, as Attor- 
ney-General Hunt, who imagines he will in- 
terferein his own behalf and prevent the 
nomination of Gov. Fifer. That Adjutant- 
General Vance is much too friendly with the 


Hunt faction and the Chief Executive is en- 
ttrely too good a soldier, even 


if he wasa 
private, to go into battle with an ‘‘un- 
friendly Indian’’ holding a high up position 
in the military forces of the State.Gen. Vance 
is not one of Gov. Fifer’s appointees. He was 
put into that position by John M. Hamilton 
when his blonde accidency happened to 
squat in the chairof the Chief Executive. 
Vance has made a good officer, and done very 
well considering the fact that there has not 
been a thing on earth for him to do, but he 
happensto belong to the wrong wing, and 
his official head is carried out on a charger. 
* — * 

There is still further trouble in the Repub- 
lican ranks, and when rottenness, incapacity 
and neglect of duty become so offensive that 
the Republiean party itself cannot stand it, 
the condition may be said to be bad. Two 
years ago Gov. Fifer appointed one Don 
Romeo Frazer to the position of State Printer 
Expert. There was much kicking at the 
time by those who wanted the place 
for themselves or their friends, but Don had 
the reputation of being ‘‘a bleed’’ among the 
political bloods, and of being able to control

THIRTEEN CHINAMEN BEHEADED. 


Description of a Terrible Soene Enacted 
Near Hong Kong, China. 

The news columns of the Post DIsPATCH 
early in June contained a brief mention of a 
wholesale Chinese execution just outside of 
Hong Kong. An artist of the Pali Mall Budget 
furnishes a more detailed account and a 
sketch of the horrible scene in the following: 

The prisoners, having been landed, were 
placed in line on their knees a few feet apart. 
Whether, as is generally understood, these 
prisoners were drugged, is not certain, but 
the majority seemed to evince but little in- 
terest in what was going on. One certainly 
had the appearance of being drugged, or else 
was paralyzed with fear. He was carried 
ashore ina basket, and on being placed in 
line on the beach fell forward, burying his 
face inthe sand. The victims having been 
arranged amidst much beating of drums, 
slowly from the far end of the 
line appeared the executioner, pre- 
ceded by two trumpeters. This officer, with

I never felt so secure before in my life. I 
leave my large massive, solid silver watch on 
the escritoire every night now, whereas I 
used to put it underneath the mattress.

Of 
course chickens are not so safe, especially 
during a colored revival. I do not wish to be 
misunderstood regarding this matter, but I 
was told on the start by a devout Christian of

So then Isent the pony back to the owner 
to board. I forgot to say that a neighbor of 
mine borrowed Hiawatha to ride to hounds 
once and has not spoken tome since. I sent. 
the animal back to board at $12 a month, and 
left orders with the man to sell, but of course 
at $12 a month for plain table d’hote board the 
sale hangs fire and seems to drag a good deal. 
Last week this man wrote me that the bill 
‘was $84, and that Hiawatha had a real cun- 
ning little mule colt. He said that society 
was all by the ears about it. Also the colt. 
Iwent over there tosee Hiawatha soon 
after. He could not look me in the face. I 
think this shows distinctly that as a race the 
Indian cannot be thoroughly civilized. 

The man says that this incident has hurt 
his stable a good deal, and many of the lum 
tum, ashe calls them, the real pate de foie 
gras of New York, refuse to send him their 
boarders.
